If  you  note  the  geographical  distribution  of  these  children 
it  will  be  easy  to  see  why  it  seemed  wisest  to  discontinue  the 
East  Deering  School.  Unless  27  students  in  grades  1  to  6  covild 
be  collected  for  this  school  it  would  be  cheaper  to  pay  their 
tuition  in  Hillsboro.  The  quality  of  instruction  is  anotheit 
factor  which  had  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

The  Deering  students  have  fitted  into  the  Hillsboro  schools 
very  nicely.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  presidency  of  the 
student  council,  freshman,  junior  and  senior  classes  are  all 
held  by  Deering  boys. 

Two  changes  have  occurred  since  last  March  which  have 
upset  the  school  budget.  First,  we  had  5  new  high  school 
students  move  into  Deering  since  the  last  school  meeting 
which  increased  our  high  school  tuition  cost  $1,375.  Second, 
our  state  aid  was  reduced  from  $464.50  received  last  year  to 
$221.61  for  this  year.  Although  some  children  have  moved  out 
of  town  a  careful  study  of  the  accoxm.ts  show  that  the  school 
district  will  need  a  deficit  appropriation  of  $538.00  to  balance 
its  accounts  this  year. 

This  year  an  effort  has  been  made  at  all  grade  levels  tO 
stress  the  moral  and  spiritual  values  that  have  made  this  a 
great  nation.  Many  of  us  were  deeply  impressed  by  the  words 
of  our  President  when  he  said,  "America  is  great  because  she 
is  good,  and  if  ever  America  ceases  to  be  good  she  will  cease 
to  be  great."  The  school  must  take  its  place  along  with  the! 
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church  and  home  in  teaching  the  love  of  truth,  justice,  free- 
dom, and  peace  if  we  wish  to  preserve  the  way  of  life  we  now 
enjoy. 

During  the  remamder  of  this  year  the  faculty  is  going  to 
re-examine  the  ways  we  teach  reading  to  see  how  we  can  be- 
come more  efficient  in  this  field.  Movies,  radio,  and  TV  have 
reduced  the  time  we  have  left  for  reading  but  abUity  to  read 
quickly  and  accurately  is  still  the  basis  for  many  occupations. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  xepress  my  appreciation  to  the 
school  board,  and  parents  for  their  cooperation  in  making 
this  a  successful  school  year.

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REGULATIONS  PERTAINING  TO  THE 

SANITATION  OF  PUBLIC  OR  OTHER  WATERS 

Pollution  Prohibited 

(a)  No  piivy,  cesspool  or  septic  tank  shall  be  constructed 
or  maintained  at  such  distance  from  the  edge  of  a  body  of 
water  within  the  scope  of  these  regulations  as,  in  the  Board's 
judgement,  to  entail  likelihood  of  material  pollution  thereof. 
In  general,  and  except  where  the  Board  may  otherwise  permit, 
a  minimum  distance  of  seventy-five  feet  to  be  understood. 

(b)  No  sink  water,  xxrine,  or  water  that  has  been  used 
for  washing  or  cleansing  of  food  shall  be  permitted  to  run 
into  said  waters. 

(c)  No  dead  animal,  or  food,  or  refuse  therefrom,  kitchen 
waste,  swill,  garbage,  or  manure  shall  be  thrown  into  oii 
deposited  in  said  waters,  or  on  the  ice  thereof,  or  so  left  or 
permitted  to  remain  on  the  shore  as  to  wash  thereinto. 
Provided  that  this  shall  not  apply  to  the  necessary  fertiliza- 
tion of  the  soil,  where  effected  in  such  way  as  to  entail  no* 
gross  or  unnecessary  degree  of  pollution. 

(d)  No  automobile  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  washed  in  or 
driven  into  any  lake  or  pond  whatsoever.
